BRITAIN. 


One of the most vital factors 
in industrial development. Js tho 
proper, application of electric 
power. Great Britaln was:perhapa 
the first country 10 realise this; 
put it did not take the same ad+ 
vantage of the fact as did some 
of {ts neighbours, In. those 
countries where progress was 
most marked, success was large: 
ly achieved by a unity of plan 
and co-ordination of organisa- 
‘tion which enabled them to supply 
electric power at low ‘prices. In 
Great Britain. moro haphazard 
methods wore adopted. A ~mul- 
tiplicity of small undertakings 
woro allowed to grow up. In 
many Instances these wore quite 
eflicient for their Immediate pur- 
pose, but they faijed to. mect a 
Inter demand for the supply of 
highspower electricity at low 
conta over really , large areas. 
Obviously such a state of things 
could not be allowed to coytinue, 
and jn 1926'the Electricity Supply 
Act was paased by Parllament, 
and the General Electricity Board 
was appointed to reorganise the 
cloctrieity Jndustry.on what might 
be termed. its wholesale side. It. 
was found that about 570 stations 
were -producing elecricity; and it 
was decided to reduco theso to 
about 160, working on the best 
technical methods and | using 
their plant to the best practicsl. 
advantage. Under this scheme, 
[the artificial division into fwater- 
tight compartments will disap. 
‘pear, so far ag genoratlon {g 
concerned, and the whole country 
will be treated as a single unlit. 

Steps have already been taken 
‘ to put these schemes into effect, 
and during tho past two yoar¢ 
great progress has been made.
